Kinley, dressed in mourning and support­ 
ed by Abner McKinley on one side and 
Dr. Rixey on the other, was th* central 
figure. To the surprise of all, ahs walked 
briskly with her head quite erect.

long black veil was down so th at her face 
could not be seen. 
She got into the car­ 
riage with her niece, Miss Barber, Abner 
McKinley and Dr. Rlxey and they were 
driven at once to the depot.

could be sees she sat erect and unsup­ 
ported in the carriage.

" lt is incum bent upon all to recog 
n ile iii the visible pow ers th a t be the 
pow er of God, H imself. 
M an y of us

reason alone,

obedient, to th e power* thut be. we be 
to m e tru ly the s e rv a n ts of God.

W e have often been boasting of o ur 
liberty, so m uch so thut 
those 
who 
have no reg ard for law co n stru e the 
w ord ‘’lib erty " to m ean freedom of e x ­ 
pression of w h a tev er ideas they m ay 
be p ossessed #of. good, bad or indiffei 
ent. 
L iberty is not the pow er to do 
good or bad, it is the pow er to do good 
or better, to choose betw een good an d 
better. 
"W e hav e been h arb o rin g in our m idst 
a sect w hich ha* understood th e w ord 
liberty to m ean license, a freedom to 
do just w hut 
it* 
individuals 
think 
w ithout a n y reg ard to law o r order 
W e should look to law and order, for 
I God. H imself, is the c re a to r of law und 
order. 
The entire universe is the w'ork

From her earliest child­ 
hood she has 
been 
an 
omnivorous 
reader and a constant student. 
She 
has always shrunk from anything like 
notoriety, and the necessary publicity 
that her husband’s position has forced 
upon her has been, so far as lay in her 
power, made less conspicuous. 
She is a New Yorker by birth, was 
educated at one 
of 
the 
fashionable 
schools and has spent 
several 
years 
travelling abroad. 
She is an accom­ 
plished 
linguist, 
and 
her 
musical 
knowledge is far above the ordinary. 
Ever since her m arriage she has de­ 
voted herself, heart 
and soul, to her 
husband’s career, anil ut the same time 
has been a devoted mother. 
She has 
not. in one sense of the word, gone in 
for society at all, although by birth as 
well as her m arriage she has always 
had a position which involves certain 
social duties. 
H er circle of acquaint­ 
ances has been 
from 
childhood 
the 
same as her husband's and they have 
among their friends the leading people 
of the country. 
Mrs. Roosevelt is rather petite, has 
brown hair, and brown eyes, a clear 
skin with some color when she Is ex­ 
cited, 
but her chief beauty 
Is 
her 
mouth, which Is marvelously express­ 
ive. She dresses simply, and especially 


In the stree t; wears no Jewels, except 
lug with evening dress, which is always 
extremely handsome. 
She has not varied 
for 
years 
the 
style of her hair dressing. The hair Is 
parted, smoothed simply back from the 
forehead and coiled a t the back of the 
head, with some few natural ringlets 
around the temples; but there Is no a t ­ 
tempt made to follow each move of 
fashion. 
Mrs. Roosevelt has under­ 
stood her own style, and dresses ac­ 
cordingly. 
Not everybody knows that she and 
her husband were child sweethearts. 
As they grew older their lives were 
separated. 
After the death of his first 
wife Mr. Roosevelt travelled abroad. 
There he again met Miss Edith (’arow, 
and very soon the news came to his 
friends of his marriage, which has been 
an ideally happy one. 
From the time they were children 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s belief iii Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s ability haa never wavered. 
Mrs. Roosevelt does not go In for any 
of the athletic sports of the day, but 
she is a good horsewoman and has ta k ­ 
en up riding again within the lust two 
or three years. 
She is an expert nee- 
dle-woman, writes eleverly, and there 
Is somewhere extant a book of verse 
which she has published for private 
circulation. 
She is a member of sev­ 
eral luncheon clubs, but she haa never 
taken part in fashionable entertain­ 
ments and her 
name 
appears 
very 
rarely on the list of 
patronesses 
for 
large festivities. 
She possesses that 
rare element which made Mrs. Cleve­ 
land so popular, of remembering

church at Billerica Centre, devoted his 
entire sermon to the national tragedy, 
the death of President McKinley. P re ­ 
ceding the sermon, the choir and con­ 
gregation sang the hymn, “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,” the words

were chanted by the president In his 
dying moments. 
Mr. Savage chose for 
his text th** words, “ Know ye not th at 
there hath a great m an fallen this day 
In israel?’’ After reviewing the trag e­ 
dy of the shooting, the week of su s­ 
pense and the death of the president, 
he spoke- with reference to the personal 
life of the man, then his public life, 
and the work In which the nation, m i­ 
ler his leadership, was engaged at the 
Ime he was taken away. 
He said In 
p a r t: 
I believe th a t 
W illiam 
McKinley 
was a patriotic* man. a true republican, 
true servant of his time, when he 
took tile course thut he has taken, in 
the management of our public affairs. 
What shall we do with the assassin, 
w hat shall we do with the anarchists 
ail over die country? 
Did you ever 
happen to think that the most difficult 
problem that tile world has ever set it­ 
self to solve. Is the establishm ent of a 
government that combines at the same 
line, 
liberty und 
order? 
We 
have 
ome nearer to establishing the bal- 
nce than has ever been done before; 
nd we c annot afford to go back on any 
of our principles of liberty. 
We ca n ­ 
not afford t<> abolish the free press, 
we cannot afford to abolish free speech, 
and we are strong enough so that we 
do not need to do it. 
Rem em ber the 
words of tile president, the moment he 
was shot. referring 
to 
the 
assassin: 
‘Do not hurt him,' 
There 
spoke the 
magnificently poised representative of 
a great, strong nation. 
T h at and the 
other words, that followed Im m ediate­ 
ly. 'Do not tell Mrs. McKinley,’ showed 
th** kind of m an he was. 
“ It is perfectly natural th a t the an 
ger of the greut crowd should leap out 
before the poor Insane or cowardly 
no. he was brave, because he took hts 
life in his hands. 
I will w ithdraw th a i 
word—the poor, Insane criminal. 
Bul 
lf yau fight the devil w ith fire, Instead 
of one devil, you only make two, or a 
thousand. 
We cannot afford to revert 
again 
to 
the 
level 
of 
the 
beasts 
th at tear and rend each other. 
There 
Is too much mob violence already, In 
this country. 
"Let us, then, keep our tem pers and 
our self control. 
The nation is In no 
danger, even lf a hundred presidents 
were shot. 
Mr. McKinley, grand, no­ 
ble man us he was. was just an A m er­ 
ican citizen, for the tim e being called 
to the presidential chair. 
We have a 
thousand others thut could be called 
to that chub*, and do. lf not equally 
well, yet well. 
We cannot afford, then, 
to forget ourselves, to be anything but 
calm and competent and strong. 
“What shall we do with these m m ? 
I think It Is time for us to do what 
we can to suppress, to wipe out of ex­ 
istence this active anarchism .’’

DRING the summer I have vis­ 
ited with more or less regu­ 
larity a ladles' natatorlum on 
the edge of the sea. 
Women 
and girls go there by the hun­ 
dred to swim and lave in the cool, green 
salt water. There is a reception room 
where they frequently rest or eat a 
biscuit before going home after their 
bath. 
I have noticed in that room—I 
could not help seeing it, could I?—that 
many women of 40 cannot stoop over to 
button or tie their own shoes, but have 
some little daughter or an attendant to 
do it for them. These women look ex­ 
tremely healthy, strong enough to chop 
wood if they had to, yet In the prime of 
life, with muscles that ought th swing 
and thrill and expand In triumph, hard­ 
ly a woman of them all could stoop 
down. I, don’t know when I have been 
more discouraged with middle aged wo 
man, the lumpish, oxlike, clumsy crea 
ture of this type. 
The women’s daughters were limber 
and active; the mothers, who ought to 
have been yet stronger and more active, 
were content to slump down into de­ 
crepit, helpless old bodies at 40 to OO 
years of age. Worst of all, they seem 
ed to be quite lost to any sense of 
shame in the matter. 
Human life is lengthening. 
It Is 
quite possible that several of you who 
are middle aged and who are now read­ 
ing this will have to live to be a hun­ 
dred. 
Are -you preparing to do it in 
good shape? 
Can you ride a bicycle 
W'o or three hours at a stretch and 
make a whole duy’s Journey on it. with 
occasional rests? 
Can you walk ten 
miles? 
Can you stoop over forward 
without bending your knees a particle 
and lay the palms of your hands flat 
upon the floor? After you are dressed 
and laced up In your sideboards can 
you stoop over and pick up your hand­ 
kerchief off the floor? Above all, can 
you tie or button your shoe*? 
Again, when you sit in a Chair do you 
plunk yourself down like a lump of 
putty striking a brick, wdth no more 
ease or suppleness or lightness than 
that? Once mote, when you rise from 
that chair do you lift yourself quickly 
and gracefully with your^ feet wdthoi^t 
touching your hands or elbows to the 
sides of the chair, or do you pry your­ 
self up by your arms, with a grunt and 
a groan like a rickety old wagon start­ 
ing to move? 
Or do you never think anything about 
these matters at all? 
If you do not, 
let me call your attention to, let us say, 
the average of women a generation old­ 
er than you are. Look at them, study 
them. They are the women who prob­ 
ably paid no more attention to keeping 
their ‘bodies In active condition than do 
you now. There they ure. decrepit, tot­ 
tering. wearing hideous loos* gowns 
and 
sloppy slippers, 
rarely leaving 
home, tended like babies 6 months old, 
with nothing of the baby’s sweetness, 
but with their bodies in a state of re­ 
pulsive senile decay. 
They have let 
themselves slump down physically and 
their minds have gone to pieces in pro­ 
portion, for a clear, strong mind cannot 
m a n ifest through a neglected body. 
Well. these helpless old creatures are 
absolutely useless in the world. Just 
waiting till death collars them with his 
bony fingers and says, “Come along!” 
Honestly and truly, my lady of 40 or OO 
or 6<J, are you willing to become like 
that? Do you believe it is necessary to 
become Uke that? Listen while I tell 
you. 
Look you at Mme. Sarah Bernhardt 
the most marvelous old young woman 
alive, playing perfectly the character 
of a boy of IO. I have seen her In “L’Al- 
glon,” her taco scarcely made up at all 
for the part. 
I have also seen her in 
ordinary woman's attire, and no guess­ 
ing would place her much pant 30. 
Awhile ago a reporter asked her how 
she managed to look so young. 
“Look young?” said Sarah. 
"I look 
young because I am young.” Sarah will 
be OO next birthday. 
Next to her in­ 
domitably youthful spirit and mental 
activity, it is her Incessant physical ac­ 
tivity that keeps her young. Fresh air 
and constant physical exercise are to 
her the bread of life. 
Look you, again, at Professor Ernst 
Haeckel, the great biologist, 67 years 
old, bounding up stairs two steps at a 
time, now In Java exploring under the 
tropical sun to find remains of the fos­ 
sil ape man. At college nearly f»U years 
ago Haeckel was one of the champion 


athletes, and he has never given up his 
active physical sports. 
Now, within

Long may he

divine Sarah, whose best artistic serv­ 
ice perhaps Is that aho shows women 
how not to be old.

So here.

In fash­ 
ionable society, where ladles must bo 
alive and active or drop out, women of 
50 are often as lithe and graceful aa 
j their young daughters and can enduro 
much more. 
In the ordinary way of life there Is 
no better ail round exercise than house­ 
work, if it is done with the spirit and 
(he understanding and not with th* In-- 
sit net of a drudge. Certain sports and 
pleasures may be named that will keep 
a woman strong and active till the last 
trumpet cal! sounds for her. 
Cycling, 
swimming and singing are some at 
these. One who could stamp indelibly 
on the feminine consciousness that no 
woman Is ever too old to learn anything 
she really wants to learn would be do­ 
ing all mankind a service unsurpassed. 
One of tho best women swimmers I 
have seen was 70 years old.

Dorgan, the pastor, 
preached a forcible” serm on

His text was from St. Paul to the Ro­ 
mans, chapter xiii, verses I and 2. us 
follows: 
” ‘Let every soul be subject to high­ 
er powers: for there is no power but 
from God: and those th a t are, ure o r­ 
dained of God. 
“ ’Therefore he that 
reslsteth 
the 
power, reslsteth the ordinance of God. 
And they that resist purchase to them ­ 
selves dam nation.’ ” 
The reverend gentlem an 
spoke 
In 
part uh follows; 
"Today we grieve for the death of 
our chief. 
We are all Am erican citi­ 
zens, and he was our 
father. 
He 
was vested as our father with au th o r­ 
ity. 
As a father lie bad the right to 
tell us w hat our duties were, and we 
had a duty to perform In being subject 
to him as the representative of a u ­ 
thority. 
We m ust be subject to higher 
powers as St. Paul was subject to the 
Romans. 
His power cam e from God 
and we hud to respect that power. 
There Is no power but from God. 
“Every m an feels as though he had 
u perfect right to his own opinions, 
but if every man had a perfect right 
to follow his own opinion on every 
subject, thfere would lie disorder, be­ 
cause opinions vary, 
lf men were a l­ 
lowed to think and act individually on 
all subjects there would be as many 
paths leading to the end as there are 
individual*. Consequently for the good 
of society there Is needed a rule by 
which m an may be guided tow ards his 
end, and this end of man is happiness. 
And the rule or measure by which inuit 
is guided towards his etui is the so d a ' 
view as a m ember of society, is law.” 
At this point the preacher went on 
to define what luw is, und said: “That 
law is the ordination or regulation of 
reason 
promulgated for the common 
good by Him, to whom is confided the 
care of the community, or, in other 
words, as St. Thomas, the great doc­ 
tor of 
the 
Catholic church, said: 
‘Those 
who dictate by reason know 
him by whom subjects are governed.’ 
Now there is the natural law which 
governs ull men und which is the same 
for all men, and it 
other laws, for it is nothing less than 
the divine law, yet it happens that n a t­ 
ural law is Indeterm inate for all men, 
that is all men do not understand th** 
natural law for one reason or other 
ajid it is necessary to have some sta n ­ 
dard by which this n atural law or 
guide should be determined, and there 
Is a positive law which thus determines 
the n atural law. 
This positive law is 
or may be defined the regulation or o r­ 
dination of reason determ ining what is 
undeterm ined by the natural law and 
agreeing with it promulgate I for tile 
common good by him who has to care 
for the com munity. For example: n a t­ 
ural luw says. 
’The man who does 
wrong shall be punished.’ 
The sinner 
feels it. 
He feels within himself that 
there is a punishm ent aw aiting the of­ 
fence.

punishment and this positive law is 
divine and hum an 
And hum an posi­ 
tive law Is constituted by m an having 
the power to govern.
